TORPEDO BOAT DESTROYER 
ALSO IS REPORTED SUNK. 


Rumors That Vice-Admiral Carden Was Killed 
or Wounded in Action Receive No 
Credence — Both Eastern and 
Western Battle Lines Inactive.

CONSTANTINOPLE, via Berlin by Wireless 
to London, March 20.— An official statement i ssuet 
from Turkish headquarters says the sinking 
British and French warships in the 
was due to torpedoes, and adds: 

“A hard seven- hour fight ended 
for our forts, Beyond slight damage to the earth- 
works no damage was done the fortifications.” 


According to statements made yesterday by the British and 
French admiralties, the British battleships Irresistible and Ocean, 
and the French battleship Bouvet, which were sunk in the Darda- 
nelles, were blown up by floating mines. Most of the crew of 600 

men of the Bouvet were reported to be lest, while nearly all of the 
British crews were saved. The Irresistib's was a vessel of 15,0°0 
tons, the Ocean 12,950 tons, and the Bouvet 12,000 tons. 

In addition to the ships sunk, the British battle cruiser Inflex- 
ible and the French battleship Gaulois were damaged and put out 


of action. 


PARIS, March 20, via London—Official announcement was 
made here this afternoon that 64 men have been saved from the 
erew of the French battleship Bouvet, sunk in the Dardanelles, 
March 18. The losses on the other ships of the French division 


which took part in this action are declared to be very slight.

The Irrestible carried four 12-inch and 12 6-inch guns in its main battery. The Ocean had eight 12-inch guns 
and four 4-inch rifles, The Irresistible’s displacement was 15,000 tons and the Ocean’s 12,950. Beth were built in 
1898. The Bouvet, built in 1896, displaced 12,205 tons. Her main batteries contained two 12-inch, two 10.8-inch, 
eight 5:5-inch and cight 4-inch guns. All were second line ships and though classed as battleships in their day 
they were vastly inferior to the first line ships of today.

Ryan was called to the mission by 
Mrs. Mary Bobbitt of 1433A Webster 
avenue, after she had quarreled with 
the Clearwaters at the meeting. 
Capt. Clearwater told the police he 
had tried to induce Mrs. Bobbitt’ to 
make a public statement at the services 
that a child believed by most of the 
worshipers to be hers was in reality 
an adopted child. 

Mrs. Bobbitt, the Clearwaters and 
Ryan were taken to the Dayton Street 
Station. There Ryan was examined by 
Dr. J. Gallagher, a police surgeon, who 
said Ryan showed the effects of drink. 

Ryan denied he was intoxicated, but 
said he had drunk three glasses of beer 
and one glass of whisky between 3 p. 
m. and 11 p. m. Mrs. Bobbitt and the 
Clearwaters were released. 

The entrance of Policeman Ryan and 
the subsequent arrival of three Ser- 
geants caused great excitement at tie 
mission. Capt. Clearwater said there 
were about 100 worshippers in the room, 
and the elosing prayer was being said

000, to Mrs. Hawley’s daughter, Henry- 
etta, and provided that Mrs. Hawley, as 
long as she lives, shall have the income 
from the bequest to her daughter. The 
remaining two-thirds of the estate are 
bequeathed to Capt. King’s grandsons, 
Albe and Harry King, sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Lane King, with the provi- 
sion that out of the income $600 a year 
shall be paid to King and $960 a year 
to his wife as long as they live. Divi- 
sion of the estate among the grandson: 
and the Hawley child is not to be made 
until after the death of Mr. and Mrs. 
King and Mrs. Hawley. The estate is 
left in trust with directions that the 
funds be invested in bonds and stocks 
or notes secured by St. Louis real es- 
tate. 

Mrs. Hawley was taken into Capt.

CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS DIES: 
DESCENDANT OF PRESIDENTS 


Historian and Former Rallroad Presi- 
dent Had Been III With 
Grip for Week. 

LINCOLN, Mass., March 20.—Charles 
Francis Adams died today at his win- 
ter residence in Washington, D. C. He 
had been ill with grip for a week. Mr. 
Adams was born, in 1836. 

Adams was widely ‘known as a pub- 
licist and historian. He was a great- 
grandson of President John Adams, a 
grandson of President John Quincy Ad- 
ams and a son of Charles Francis Ad- 
ams; Minister to Great Britain in the 
War period. A biography of his 
father, which included a review of the 
diplomatic negotiations between the 
United States and Great Britain over 
Civil War problems, was one.of Mr. Ad- 
ams’ most notable books. 

Born in Boston, May 27, 1835, and 
graduated from Harvard in 1856, he was 
admitted to the Massachusetts bar two 
vears after leaving college. He served 
in the Union army throughout the Civil 
War; rising in rank from First Lieuten- 
ant to Colonel and Brevet Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers. After the war 
he was identified with railroad affairs 
for many years, serving for six years 
as president of the Union Pacific Rall- 
road and for 10 years as a member of 
the Massachusetts Board of Railroad 
Commissioners. He was chairman of 
the commission which planned the met- 
ropolitan park system in and about Bos- 
ton.

mittee would most likely put two high- 
class Democrats on their ticket instead

convention. 
Committee Decides to Walt. 

The committee then decided to await 
the action of the Republican organiza- 
tion. If the city committee should fail 
to meet the expectations of the civic or- 
ganizations, there will still be time, ac- 
cording to Flint Garrison, chairman of 
its Nominating Committee, to get out 
the petitions for independent candidates 
and have them circulated for signatures. 

The Democratic city convention not 
only defeated two of the men suggested 
by the Conference of Civic Organiza- 
tions, but refused to grant permission 
to former Judge James R. Kinealy to 
speak as the representative of these 
organizations. 

The Democratic City Convention was 
controlled by a combination of City 
Committeemen and members of the 
House of Delegates. This combination 
forced the nomination of George Ernst, 
salesmanager of the Leschen Rope Co., 
and Dr. M. A. Frankenthal, present 
member of the board, for places on 
the bipartisan ticket. Robert J. Kirk- 
wood and David M. Robinson, lawyers, 
were nominated with the understanding 
that they would withdraw if a bipar- 
tisan ticket should be agreed upon. 

The Republican convention nominated 
Christopher W. Johnson, who served as 
a member of the Board of Education 
several years ago, and Stephen M. 
Wagner, a dry goods commission mer- 
chant, for places on the bipartisan 
ticket. Henry A. Rosskopf and Frank 
X. Hiemenz, lawyers, were nominated 
with the understanding that they would 
withdraw if the bipartisan ticket 
should be agreed upon. 

Republican City Chairman John 
Schmoll notified Democratic City Chair- 
man Daniel F. Meehan yesterday after 
the Democratic nominations had been 
made that Dr. Frankenthal would not 
be placed on the bi-partisan ticket oy 
the Republicans. There is a probablil- 
ity also that Ernst will be rejected. 

Association Recommended Men. 

Two candidates recommended by the 
civic associations were presented to the 
Democratic convention. They were A. 
H. Roudebush, lawyer, and Philip C. 
Scanlan, former Park Commissioner. 

But one ballot was taken. Ernst re- 
ceived 119 votes, Frankenthal 11, Roude 
Lush 78, Scanlan 9 and Florence P.-Cur- 
ran 48, 

The Repuolican and Democratic nom- 
irees for Board of Aldermen also met 
yesterday and adopted their platforms. 

The Republican platform declared for 
more parks and playgrounds, legisla- 
tion to compel proper seating accommo- 
dations on street cars, construction of a 
subway, a municipal electric lighting 
plant, completion of King’s highway 
boulevard, abolition of River des Peres 
as an open sewer, improvement of the 
Mississippi River for transportation pur- 
poses and a special referendum elec- 
tion on the parkway. , 

The Democratic platform declared for 
municipal ownership of public utilities 
where possible; a municipal electric 
light plant, special referendum election 
on the parkway, economy in municipal 
sdministration, and the use of St. Louis 
made goods wherever possible.

MIGRATORY BIRD LAW HELD 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL BY COURT 


Federal Judge Pollock Makes Ruling 
in Case Against Kansas Banker 
and Companions, 


TOPEKA, Kan., March 20.—The mi- 
gratory bird law was declared uncon- 
stitutional by Judge John C. Pollock 
in the United States District Court to- 
day. Judge Pollock held Congress nas 
no jurisdiction over game in any of the 
states, and that separate states only 
have the right to enact laws for reg- 
ulation or protection of game. 

The decision was in the case of George 
L. McCullagh, a banker of Galena, Kan., 
and two companions arrested on com- 
plaint of the United States District At- 
torney for shooting ducks out of season. 

The defendants filed a demurrer to 
the charge, attacking the law, and Judge 
Pollock today sustained their conten- 
tions.

A NGELA’S business, as she loftily 


imagined, was “the business of 
making a home.”’ : 

Angela's business, as’ Henry 
Harrison shows it in his new novel, was 
running down a husband with the aid 
of a “‘tin Llzzie, or, as the author more 
elegantly styles it, a Fordette. 

And ‘‘Angela’s Business, as a story. 
is perhaps the best thing that the au- 
thor of “‘Queed”’ and V. V.’s Eyes” has 
done. It does not show an impossible 
or abnormal person, as his first well- 
known book did; and it has not the 
slight suggestion of the supernatural 
which marks the second. 

Deliciously satirical is the story of 
Angela’s husband-hunting. George Ber- 
nard Shaw, who assumed to utter the 
last word on this subject, showed us 
nothing so gently smile-compelling as 
the figure of Angela, driving her carette 
infallibly to the exact spot where, at a 
stated time, the man of her choice had 
to appear. Whether he wished or not, 
and he never did wish, Charles Garrott 
had to climb into the autolet and be 
driven about the streets, until the public 
came to consider him a part of the 
equipage. To all this he had to submit, 
because once, some months before, on 
an inviting sofa, he had yielded to an 
impulse to kiss Angela. 

The kiss, the leader is led to believe, 
was not so great an offense in itself, 
but when the girl uttered a surprise: 
“Oh! Why do you do this?“ and Charles 
failed to reply with a proposal, his po- 
sition became untenable. 

In the romances, men who won a 
maiden’s sweet kiss instantly be- 
sought her to name the day; failing 
that, they were cads.
